A SH ORT CHA PTER ON CH ILDREN. 
During the M ichaeinias holidays, it pleased destiny 
to place us in the centre o f a group o f children, met 
together to enjoy the little festival consequent upon the 
return o f one or two o f the elder ones from school. 
A holiday m eans, among other things, full liberty to 
cry without the least occasion for it— a free license to 
be superfluously perverse and refractory— to be more 
than commonly cross, and no questions asked. 
A 
holiday to children is generally the signal for incon> 
soluble sorrow 
A t that happy season they are to be 
miserable without being checked. 
N o impertinent and 
unfeeling comfort is to be administered to their grief. 
The wingless cherubim and seraphim are to cry con* 
tinually— and w e must not interfere, because it is their 
holiday. 
W hat a squall was th a t! 
W hat o f it ? 
Let 
them enjoy them selves, it is their holiday. 
They de­ 
serve to be cross, they have been so very good. 
That 
scream ! 
O h, never mind it. 
W ho minds a scream 
on a holiday ! 
But what are they crying for? 
W hy 
are they breuking their hearts ?— Children must have 
their amusements— their delicious sulks, their sw eet fits 
o f ennui, their little innocent wranglings— their charm­ 
ing bursts o f passion. 
They are checked enough— 
cruelly checked perhaps— at other times. 
Let them 
indulge their dear ili-tempers. 
Let them quarrel, and 
cry, and be all happy together for once. 
Pray allow 
them to scream till they are tired— it is their holiduy!— 
Nobody enjoys the real “ luxury of w o e ,” like a child 
on a holiday. 
A t such a season, aiiu in such a situation, a new no­ 
vel, or a just published magazine, might be prescribed 


a s a tranquilizer of peculiar efficacy, if there were a 
corner o f the house into which the sounds of gnashing 
o f teeth, or rather o f gums, and the stamping o f the 
prettiest little feet in the world, failed to penetrate. 
In 
un interval ofth o tempest o f enjoyment, you may take 
up a N e w M o n th ly with advantage, if distraction will 
let you peruse two lines o f it. 
W e were indulged the 
other morning with a lucid interval, 
long enough to 
allow of our reading half a dozen ; and what did they 
consist of hut a note upon childhood from the prose pen 
o f the poet Campbell ! 
It occurs in one of Ins delight­ 
ful Letters from the South, and thus it justifies and re­ 
bukes us at the sarno time :— 
“ In spite of some bad jakes that 
1 may have made 
about children, I am sure, when they 
are endearing, 
that nobody loves them better. 
It is true, that when I 
conjure up an idea o f purgatory, I alw ays imagine it to 
resound with the cries o f cross brats. 
Virgil him self 
feelingly hints at this in describing the entry to Tarta­ 
rus. 
But a beautiful child, I have often thought, is the 
only living thing that could bear to be transferred alive 
to heaven.” 
H ow very beautiful is this touch o f genuine poetry ! 
H ow very true is the sentiment, and yet how very 
much may be said in favor of all “ bad jokes” at the 
expence of tho little wranglers in life’s university. 
Children would, indeed, bear to be transferred alive to 
heaven— and they certainly do conjure up an idea of 
purgatory. 
W hat contradictions are united even in the 
cradle ! There are two faces under every little lace-cap. 
Children are “ exquisite monsters with two voices 
one o f them alarmingly louu, and o f rather prolonged 
power ; but (he other is sw eet indeed, and speaks with 
angel-music— with lisps, and half words, and sudden 
inward laughter, all rendered in sounds, that can only 
be defined in the phrase o f the old dramatist, “ far 
above singing.” 
«Every body can relate stories of children, that prove 
them to be both black and white, imps and cherubs, 
bi^uirigs and “ incumbrances,” to use the invariable 
ep itW in the advertisements of “ middle-aged couples,” 
who luippen to have no family. 
T hese stories, in gen­ 
eral, A ove nothing at all, except that “ much may be 
said on both sides.” 
And this is the case with an 
anecdot^or two which w e propose to relate— the re­ 
sults of som e recent nursery association. 
Atler all, we 
may say with Mr. Campbell, “ nobody loves children 
better?” only it must be owned that they do cry oe- 
cassionally, and are apt to be troublesome— while 
grown-up persons never torment them selves, nor tor­ 
ture other people— never fret they know not w h y, nor 
grow fierce without occasion, but are always gentle, 
patient, and considerate. 
It is our ow n exemption from 
failing that makes the infirmities of childhood so con­ 
spicuous. 
Som e of the severest satires, however, upon our ma­ 
tured wisdom have originated in the ignorance o f chil­ 
dren ; as in the question put by a child upon hearing 
people talk o f going into “ half-mourning.” 
“ W hy 
do you go into hall" mourning ? Is anybody half dead !** 
H ow unconsciously cutting? 
There is less of satire than of charming simplicity 
and natural eagerness fo*. “ going out,” in the following 
— which happened in our 
own hearing. 
A lady was 
supplicating her little girl (these things are nut uncom­ 
mon with kind mothers) to be less violent ia her play, 
to shriek in a less shrill key, as she had a headache.__ 
Her prayer concluded with the customary warning— 
“ she should g o out o f her m in d .” 
T he child caught 
at the idea of going o u t; 
her sharp 
note 
instantly 
changed to an insinuating whisper. 
“ And if you do, 
m amma, will you take tne w ith y o u ?” 
A fur str >nger d eg ree o f selfishness with equal simpli­ 
city, is evinced in a circumstance that came the other 


day under the observation o f a friend 
A certain tra­ 
gedian had presented a family with “ orders” for the 
theatre. 
He played P ierre, 
T he imagination o f a lit- 
f’t; girl who was o f tho party was strongly excited.— 
T he gentleman who had obliged them , was about to be 
broken on the wheel ! 
She had no misgiving as to that 
fact— but unother more shocking still occurred to her 
little sympathising mind. 
W hen the interest was at its 
height, when her feelings were acutest, she inquired 
anxiously— “ Oh ! is Mr ----------- to be put to death ?” 
“ Y es.” 
“ W ill they chop his head ofT?” 
“ Y es.” 
Her sensitive heart could ill sustain the shock, and she 
had scarcely breath to articulate, whilst the tears stream­ 
ed from her eyes, “ O h ! then, he'll never give us a n y 
more orders r* 
Certainly there is much in the nature o f children that 
will bear to be transferred alive to heaven : but there 
will be something left for “ purgatory” also.— L on don 
pa p er.

T h ey havo long unceremoniously trampled 


opon tlie rights o f the Press and the rights o f conscience, 


secured to every citizen by the Constitution : and by 


their illegal intorpolation, of what they call com mon 


law , but which is their own law , and the equity pow er, 


so called, which have been gained by little und little, 


som etimes surreptiously und by stealth, from the Legis 


lature, and acquired by their over-grasping and licen­ 


tious construction, w e have u thorough judicial despot­ 


ism. 
T h e patriots o f the revolution, the framers o f our 


constitution, intended this should be a government of 


law — but the Judiciary have so seized, unlawfully too, 


upon power, that no man now know s the law ; it is 


ulone in the breast o f the Judge— and every man in 


the State holds his rights, both of person and property, 


only at the will o f an unsound, power-grasping and ca­ 


pricious Judiciary. 


W ell may O ’Connell charge us with hypocrisy.— 


Let us take, for exam ple, that liberal and beneficent 


provision o f our Constitution, which secures the entire 


liberty o f conscience, as follows :— “ And no subject 


shall be h u r t , m olested, or restrained in his person or 


estate for worshipping God according to the dictates of 


his own conscience ; or f o r his relig io u s p ro fessio n s 


or sen tim en ts ; provided he doth not disturb the pub­ 


lic peace, or obstruct others in their religious w orship.” 


Tiiis is a w ise, liberal, beneficent provision, designed 


and calculated to stifle forever here the fires o f religious 


persecution, which have blazed for uges to the agony 


and disgrace o f the human family. 
W hut is the Judi­ 


cial practice under this fuir form, this beautiful, heaven­ 


ly law ? 
A witness is called into court, fan instance of 


the kind occurred last summer before Judge Strong,) 


his testimony is important ; to destroy 
it, the adverse 


party avers that his religious faith is not orthodox ac­ 


cording to the notions o f the Bench; the man in erm ine 


calls the witness upon tho stand, assum es the office of 


father-confessor, questions him as to his faith, takes as 


true what the witness says, and then declares him dis­ 


qualified from testifying on account o f his religious sen­ 


timents and professions— disgraces him , so far as an 


official judicial opinion can do it, and brands him as o f 


hud veracity— and this not only without law , reason, 
com mon sense or com mon honesty, but in direct viola­ 


tion o f ull. 
If he bo incapable of taking an oath in a 


court, he must be equally so o f taking it 
any where 
else— there cannot be two rules. 
T his would render 


him inelligible 
for all offices where an oath for a 


faithful discharge of its duties is required— it would cut 


him oft’ from all official preferm ents— he could not im­ 


port or export goods, because his oath could not be 


taken— he could not serve on a jury— and he, in fact, is 


made an outlaw , in all the various relations o f life, 


where an oath is by law required for the transaction of 


business. 
And this is the practical judici d construction 


o f that almost heavenly provision o f the Constitutioiv, 


which says that no subject shall he “ hurt” for his reli­ 


gious sentiments or profession. 
Surely O ’Connoll w as 


not so wide of the truth as he might have been, in call­ 


ing us hypocrites.
